You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Madbury  on  Tuesday, 
the  eleventh  day  of  March,  A.D.,  1986,  at  1 :00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  the 
purpose  of  voting  on  Articles  1  through  4  and  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening  for 
action  on  Articles  5  through  21 .  The  polls  which  open  at  1 :00  P.M.  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting  on  Articles  1  through  4  will  close  at  9:00  P.M.  unless  extended 
by  vote  of  the  meeting.

ARTICLE  5.  It  was  moved  by  Barbara  Houston,  seconded,  that  the  Town 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  choose  and  appoint  all  other  Town  Of- 
ficers. There  being  no  discussion  on  this  Article,  a  vote  was  taken. 
The  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  6.  It  was  moved  by  E.  S.  Fraser,  seconded,  that  the  Town  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  monies  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Again 
there  was  no  discussion  on  the  Article.  A  vote  was  taken.  The  Arti- 
cle was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  7.  It  was  moved  by  Thomas  Chase,  seconded,  that  the  Town  set 
salary  amounts  for  Town  Officials  listed  herein  and  in  the  amounts 
as  follows:

Mary  Ellen  Duffy  moved,  seconded,  to  raise  the  Auditors'  salaries 
from  $25.00  annually  to  $100.00.  The  amendment  was  voted  and 
passed.  The  ensuing  discussion  of  this  Article  was  all  positive. 
Since  this  was  a  petitioned  Article,  Moderator  Houston  called  on  a 
signer  of  the  petition  to  speak  to  it.  Tom  Shirley  said  that  he  just 


felt  it  was  time  the  Town  pay  a  little  more  to  its  hard  working  of- 
ficials. The  last  time  any  officials'  salaries  were  raised  at  Town 
Meeting  was  in  the  1950's.  The  Article  with  the  amendment  was 
adopted  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  8.  It  was  moved  by  Paul  Chalue,  seconded,  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  Madbury  Conservation 
Fund.  Conservation  Commission  Chairman  Craig  Seaver  explain- 
ed that  this  was  an  increase  of  $100.00  over  last  year's  amount. 
The  vote  was  taken,  and  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  9.  It  was  moved  by  Barbara  Houston,  seconded,  that  the  Town  allow 
retention  of  the  unexpended  portion  of  the  1986  Conservation 
Commission  appropriation,  said  monies  to  be  placed  in  the  Mad- 
bury Conservation  Fund.  The  motion  was  carried. 

ARTICLE  1 0.  Sylvia  Grimes  moved  and  it  was  seconded  to  have  the  Town  raise 
and  appropriate  $1,500.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  portable 
generator  for  emergency  power  at  the  Town  Hall.  Selectman  Jay 
Moriarty  spoke  to  the  Article  explaining  that  during  last  Fall's  hur- 
ricane it  became  very  apparent  that  Madbury  should  have  such  a 
generator  (5,000  watts)  for  emergency  lights  and  heat  at  the  Town 
Hall.  The  firemen  would  be  in  charge  of  such  a  generator.  A  vote 
was  taken,  and  the  Article  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  11.  It  was  moved  by  Kenneth  Morrow,  seconded,  that  the  Town  raise 
and  appropriate  $1 ,500.00  for  the  Fire  Apparatus  Capital  Reserve 
Fund.  Fire  Chief  Kenneth  Wolcott  explained  that  there  is  approx- 
imately $17,000.00  in  the  Fire  Apparatus  Capital  Reserve  Fund  at 
this  date.  Selectmen  Moriarty  said  that  the  Selectmen  have  includ- 
ed this  amount  in  their  annual  budget  already  and  do  support  it. 
The  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  12.  Jay  Moriarty  moved  and  it  was  seconded  to  have  the  Town  ap- 
propriate and  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Fund  for  use  as  budget  setoffs  against  budgeted  appropriations 
for  the  following  purposes  and  in  the  amounts  indicated  herewith:

Richard  Schrieber  asked  how  much  was  in  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Fund  at  this  time.  Mr.  Moriarty  replied,  "Just  about  exactly 
$5,000.00."  There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  Moderator  call- 
ed for  the  vote.  The  Article  was  adopted. 


ARTICLE  1 3.  It  was  moved  by  Henry  Corrow,  seconded,  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  augment  the  current  capital 
reserve  fund  for  the  improvement  of  Class  V  Roads,  said  capital 
reserve  fund,  as  thus  increased,  to  be  used  to  implement  the  Town 
Plan  for  road  improvement  as  developed  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  the  Planning  Board.  (See  Madbury  Town  Plan,  1981, 
recommendation  -  Madbury  Town  Plan  Summary  Report,  page  4) 
(This  Article  was  Petitioned) 

Mr.  Corrow  spoke  of  the  great  increase  in  traffic  in  town.  He  en- 
couraged an  increase  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Class  V  roads  now.  Richard  Burkholder  asked  if  the  Se- 
lectmen would  comment  on  this  Petitioned  Article. 

Selectman  Moriarty  said  that  he  did  not  think  that  this  was  a  good 
way  to  raise  money  for  road  work.  Why  not  increase  the  budget 
now  and  have  it  ready  to  use  rather  than  socking  it  away?  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  did  not  support  this  Petitioned  Article; 
however,  Town  Meeting  could  vote  to  raise  the  budget  for  highway 
repairs  this  year.  If  this  Article  passed,  the  money  would  be  tied  up 
until  next  Town  Meeting  to  spend.  Selectman  Moriarty  explained 
that  the  Board  had  increased  the  budget  for  maintenance  of  roads 
by  nearly  $12,000.00  over  last  year.  Mr.  Moriarty  then  gave  a 
preview  of  projected  road  work  for  1986: 

Brush  cutting  on  many  town  roads 

Re-oiling  Pudding  Hill  and  Freshet  Roads 

Replacing  and  erecting  new  road  signs 

Paving  a  hill  and  putting  in  new  drainage  on  a  portion  of 
Cherry  Lane 

Removing  clay  and  resurfacing  part  of  Huckins  Road 

Improving  drainage  and  resurfacing  Pendexter  Road 

Resurfacing  Mast  Road 

Treating  shoulders  with  crushed  gravel  and  oiling  cracks  of 
Garrison  and  Moharimet  Drive 

Cold  patching  all  roads  where  needed 

Studying  some  intersections  that  need  future  work 

Peggy  Irish  asked  if  $75,000.00  in  the  budget  for  Roads  was 
enough  to  cover  the  above  list.  Mr.  Moriarty  said  "Yes".  This  year 
the  Town  has  a  contractor  to  do  the  work  and  a  stock  pile  of 
materials  which  were  unavailable  last  year. 

The  Moderator  requested  a  hand  counted  vote  for  clarification 

after  a  voice  vote  was  not  totally  clear  to  him. 

Yes- 15  No -52  The  Article  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  1 4.     It  was  moved  by  Kenneth  Morrow,  seconded,  that  the  Town  adopt 


the  Budget  as  printed  on  pages  18  and  19  of  the  Town  Report, 
modified  by  additions  from  Articles  7  and  10  (already  voted).  The 
original  Budget  was  $208,387.00  with  additions  of  $3,850.00  from 
passage  of  Art.  7  (Increases  in  Town  Officials  salaries)  and  of 
$1,500.00  from  passage  of  Art.  10  (Purchase  of  a  portable 
generator).  The  new  Budget  being  voted  on  was  $213,737.00. 
There  were  a  few  questions  fielded  by  the  Selectmen  regarding 
ORYA,  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission,  insurances,  legal 
expenses  and  clerical  assistant's  pay.  A  vote  was  taken.  The 
Budget  as  amended  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  15.  Richard  Schreiber  moved  and  it  was  seconded  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  or  state 
grants,  which  may  become  available  during  the  course  of  the 
year,  and  also  accept  and  expend  money  from  any  other  govern- 
mental unit  or  private  source  to  be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the 
Town  may  legally  appropriate  money;  provided  (1 )  that  such  grants 
and  other  monies  do  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  Town 
funds,  (2)  that  a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  Selectmen  prior 
to  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  such  grants  and  monies,  and  (3) 
that  such  items  shall  be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of  RSA  32 
relative  to  limitation  and  expenditure  of  town  monies,  all  as  provid- 
ed by  RSA  31:95-B.  The  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  16.  It  was  moved  by  Lorraine  Morong,  seconded,  that  the  Town 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  receive  in  the  name  of  the  Town  a  title 
deed  for  Chase  Drive,  as  shown  on  the  final  plan  of  Subdivision: 
Beech  Hill  Woods,  as  recorded  at  the  Register  of  Deeds,  Strafford 
County.  Selectman  Sylvia  Grimes  explained  that  this  does  not  say 
the  Town  will  accept  the  road  tomorrow.  The  Article  merely 
authorizes  the  Selectmen  to  accept  the  road  when  and  if  they 
agree  it  is  acceptable.  This  particular  road  has  been  substantially 
complete  now  for  one  and  one-half  years.  A  vote  was  taken.  The 
Article  was  adopted. 

Moderator  Robert  Houston  reminded  everyone  at  this  point  that  it  was  nearly  9:00 
P.M.  and  that  those  voters  who  had  not  already  voted  on  Articles  1  through  4 
should  do  so  now. 

ARTICLE  17.  It  was  moved  by  Kenneth  Morrow,  seconded,  that  the  Town 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  receive  in  the  name  of  the  Town  a  title 
deed  for  Moss  Lane  and  Fern  Way,  as  shown  on  the  Final  Plan  of 
Subdivision:  Old  Stage  Road,  as  recorded  at  the  Register  of 
Deeds,  Strafford  County.  Resident  Ian  Walker  asked  how  we  can 
be  sure  we  are  not  getting  a  liability.  Who  inspects  these  roads? 
An  expert?  Selectman  Moriarty  assured  him  that  our  subdivision 
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roads  are  the  best  roads  we  have  in  Town.  A  vote  was  taken.  The 
Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  18.  BY  PETITION.  It  was  moved  by  Lorraine  Morong,  seconded,  to  re- 
quest the  Representative(s)  to  the  General  Court  to  propose 
legislation  to  amend  RSA  208:3  to  include  the  Town  of  Madbury 
such  that  "wild  deer  shall  not  be  taken  by  the  use  of  any  firearm, 
other  than  a  shotgun  loaded  with  a  single  ball  or  loose  buckshot, 
muzzle  loading  rifle,  or  bow  and  arrow".  Lorraine  Morong  read 
some  information  sent  by  Eileen  Corrow,  the  orginator  of  the  peti- 
tion, who  was  unable  to  attend  Town  Meeting.  The  information 
came  from  N.H.  Fish  and  Game  Dept.  If  passed  this  Article  would 
add  Madbury  to  the  other  Towns  in  Strafford  County  which  do  not 
allow  deer  to  be' hunted  with  high  powered  rifles. 

Richard  Burkholder  offered  an  Amendment  to  this  Article  which 
would  omit  the  words  "or  loose  buckshot".  Discussion  followed  as 
to  whether  a  Petitioned  Article  can  be  amended.  Richard 
Houghton  urges  passage  of  the  original  Article  since  he  felt  most 
hunters  could  live  with  this  law. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment.  It  was  defeated.  A  vote  was 
taken  on  the  original  Petitioned  Article.  The  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  19.  BY  PETITION.  It  was  moved  by  Henry  Corrow,  seconded,  that  the 
Town  request  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Madbury  Planning 
Board  to  consult  with  the  town  fire  chief,  police  chief,  road  agent 
or  acting  road  agent  and  any  other  appropriate  persons  for 
assistance  in  determining  priorities  for  improvement  to  town  Class 
V  roads,  to  develop  a  schedule  for  such  road  improvement  and  to 
report  on  these  actions  to  voters  at  the  1987  Madbury  Town 
Meeting.  Lorraine  Morong  explained  that  the  Planning  Board  is,  by 
State  statute,  empowered  to  come  up  with  Capital  Improvements 
Programs  for  roads  IF  voted  by  warrant  article  at  Town  Meeting 
which  would  have  to  be  next  year.  Mr.  Corrow  said  that  he  just 
wants  these  boards  and  people  to  work  together  and  report  each 
year.  Craig  Evans  gave  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  view  on  this  as 
"Okay".  The  vote  was  taken  and  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  20.  Selectman  Jay  Moriarty  presented  a  certificate  of  appreciation  to 
retiring  Selectmen  Chairman  Sylvia  Grimes.  The  Certificate  was 
from  Selectmen  Jay  Moriarty,  Craig  Evans  and  the  entire  Town  of 
Madbury  for  appreciation  of  her  nine  years  of  hard  work  for  the 
Town.  Mrs.  Grimes  received  a  standing  ovation  from  the  crowd  of 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  townspeople  attending  Town 
Meeting.  Mrs.  Grimes  said  that  she  was  pleased  to  serve  and 
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know  so  many  townspeople  and  had  appreciated  all  the  help 
residents  have  given  her  over  the  years.  More  applause. 

Conservation  Commission  Chairman  Craig  Seaver  called  people's 
attention  to  the  Commission's  sign-up  sheet  for  clean-up  help  on 
Town-owned  lands. 

ARTICLE  21 .  William  Morong  gave  an  update  on  east-west  highway  proposals. 
He  mentioned  that  he,  Dawn  Ockenden  and  Robert  Bruce  were 
Madbury's  representatives  on  Community  Action  for  Sensible 
Highways  (CASH).  Mr.  Morong  offered  a  resolution:  RESOLVED: 
That  any  bypass  of  Route  4  which  impacts  Madbury  is  financially, 
ecologically,  and  socially  inappropriate;  That  safety  improvements 
should  be  made  to  Route  4  within  its  present  right-of-way;  That 
planning  should  be  done  for  and  east-west  highway  based  on  the 
long-term  needs  of  the  region.  Josiah  Fisher  offered  appreciation 
to  the  Morongs  and  other  for  keeping  us  up  to  date  and  keeping  a 
watchful  eye  on  the  highway  proposals.  Mr.  Morong  moved  to 
have  the  Selectmen  send  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  Governor. 
It  was  seconded,  voted  on  and  passed. 

Since  no  other  business  was  brought  up  at  this  time,  the  meeting  was  adjourned 
at  9:45  P.M.  to  count  ballots.  Ballots  were  counted  and  the  meeting  was  officially 
adjourned  at  10:55  P.M.

(a)  To  raise  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00)  of  said  sum  by  bor- 
rowing the  same  from  a  bank  or  other  lender,  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years  with 
the  first  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  said  loan  to  be  made  one  (1 )  year 
after  the  date  thereof.  The  annual  payment  of  principal  and  interest  in  any  year 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  payable  in  any 
subsequent  year  by  more  than  two  percent  (2%)  of  the  principal  of  the  entire 
loan. 

(b)  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  set 
up  for  the  purpose  of  Improvement  to  Class  V  Roads  the  principal  of  said  sum 
plus  any  accumulated  interest  thereon,  said  amount  is  approximately  Ten 
Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00). 


(c)  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
the  balance  plus  any  accumulated  interest  thereon,  said  amount  to  be  approx- 
imately Eight  Hundred  and  Sixty  Dollars  ($860.00). 

(d)  To  raise  the  difference  between  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($1 50,000.00)  and  the  total  of  items  (a),  (b),  and  (c)  above  from  the 
taxes  levied  by  the  Town. 

(e)  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  the  contracts  and  agreements 
necessary  to  implement  the  reconstruction  of  this  portion  of  Hayes  Road. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  up  to 
One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($1 50,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  buy- 
ing land  and/or  development  rights  on  thirty  (30)  +  /-  acres  abutting  the  Town 
Hall  property  and  presently  owned  by  Mary  Yatsevitch,  provided  that  an  agree- 
ment can  be  reached  between  the  Town  and  the  Seller.

(b)  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  the  necessary  contracts  and 

agreements.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  retention  of  the  unexpended  portion  of 
the  1987  Conservation  Commission  appropriation,  said  monies  to  be  placed  in 
the  Madbury  Conservation  Fund. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a 
contract  agreement  with  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  for  a  fixed  annual  com- 
pensation in  lieu  of  payment  by  statutory  fees.  Such  agreement  to  be  effective 
as  of  Jan.  1,  1987. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  spend  up 
to  $15,500.00  to  purchase  and  equip  a  new  Police  Cruiser. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000.00  for  the  Fire  Apparatus  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 


ARTICLE  1 2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  up  to  $1 ,250.00 
to  hire  a  Planning  Assistant. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,000.00  for  a  Capital  Improvement  Plan  to  be  prepared  by  the  Strafford 
Regional  Planning  Commission. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,863.00  for  the  Oyster  River  Youth  Association.

$850.00  for  the  Lamprey  Health  Care.  (Formerly  the  Newmarket  Health 
Center).

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from 
the  State,  Federal,  or  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  which  may 
become  available  during  the  fiscal  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set 
forth  in  RSA  31 :95-b. 

ARTICLE  19.  BY  PETITION:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Town's  Re-

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SELECTMAN'S  REPORT 


1986  saw  a  year  of  change  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  of  Mad- 
bury  as  a  whole.  Diane  Hodgson  became  a  part-time  administrative  assistant  for 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  has  conducted  many  of  the  day  to  day  activities 
previously  handled  directly  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Due  to  the  success  of  the 
position  funding  has  been  continued  in  the  1987  budget  and  we  expect  to  see 
continued  benefits  of  adding  this  position. 

A  primary  focus  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1986  was  the  interviewing  and 
appointment  of  various  board  members  and  town  officials.  The  Planning  Board 
and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  had  a  large  turnover  in  personnel  at  the  end  of 
1985  and  1986  and  interviewing  for  these  positions  involved  a  great  deal  of  time 
for  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Once  the  appointments  to  the  various  boards  and 
town  official  positions  had  been  completed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  able  to 
devote  its  attention  to  the  status  of  roads  in  Madbury,  their  maintenance,  repair 
and  reconstruction.  Extensive  discussions  were  conducted  with  a  local  contrac- 
tor and  town  engineer  to  analyze  and  plan  the  reconstruction  of  2600'  of  Hayes 
Road  for  1987.  Due  to  the  increased  traffic,  accidents  and  general  layout  of  the 
road  it  became  obvious  that  this  last  section  of  the  road  had  to  be  completed  as 
soon  as  possible.  Having  completed  phase  2  of  Hayes  Road  reconstruction  in 
1985  the  Board  devoted  its  time  and  efforts  to  various  alternatives  finally  settled 
on  the  reconstruction  plan  as  outlined  in  the  town  warrant. 

An  area  of  concern  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been  the  sudden  and  sharp 
increase  and  costs  associated  with  solid  waste  removal  and  specifically  the  Lam- 
prey Regional  Waste  Cooperative  Budget.  As  Lamprey  Regional  was  in- 
vestigating various  sites  the  Board  was  involved  in  an  attempt  to  ensure  that  the 
needs  of  the  Town  for  proper  trash  and  solid  waste  removal  were  available  at  all 
times.  A  review  of  the  procedures,  fees,  and  participants  in  the  solid  waste 
removal  have  been  conducted  and  are  currently  ongoing.  Recycling  was  initially 
discussed  in  1986  as  a  means  of  dealing  with  the  rising  costs  of  solid  waste 
removal  and  will  become  a  focus  for  1987  in  structuring  a  recycling  committee 
and  developing  procedures  and  policies. 

The  continuing  growth  in  the  Town  of  Madbury  during  1986  has  raised  the 
issues  involving  the  development  of  a  police  department  from  a  part-time  to  a  full- 
time  operation.  A  review  of  the  future  of  the  police  department,  its  needs,  staffing 
and  budget  was  conducted  in  1 985  with  a  view  towards  possible  construction  of  a 
school  in  the  Town  of  Madbury  and  resulting  demands  for  police  protection.  After 
analysis  in  1986  of  the  needs  of  the  police  department  it  was  decided  that  a  new 
police  cruiser  would  be  placed  in  the  1 987  budget  to  begin  the  intrastructure  of  a 
police  department. 
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A  portable  generator  was  purchased  as  authorized  in  the  1986  budget  and 
preliminary  wiring  and  installation  was  done  at  the  Town  Hall  to  allow  its  future 
use  in  the  event  of  emergencies.  1986  was  a  year  of  transition  and  marked  the 
beginning  of  additional  administrative  services  for  the  members  of  the  Town  of 
Madbury  and  Board  of  Selectmen.

ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  MADBURY 

from  the 

MADBURY  WATER  DISTRICT 

The  Madbury  Water  District  was  established  November  1 7,  1 953  "for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  water  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes  .  .  .  including  the  protec- 
tion of  water  resources."  (NH  RSA  52:1)  While  it  has  the  same  boundaries  as  the 
Town,  it  is  a  separate  political  body  from  the  Town  of  Madbury,  and  holds  its  own 
Annual  Meeting  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  February  each  year. 

Madbury  has  no  public  source  of  water  (other  than  the  few  houses  on  the  Port- 
smouth water  line)  and  no  public  sewage  system.  Each  house  must  depend  on  its 
own  land  for  a  source  of  potable  water  and  the  disposal  of  all  sewage.  To  avoid 
the  cost  of  installing  a  public  water  and  sewage  system,  we  must  preserve  the 
groundwater  resources  of  the  town  of  Madbury. 

This  past  year  the  Water  District  worked  with  well  sample  data  that  was  col- 
lected in  1976.  Students  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  reviewed  the  data 
and  plotted  up  maps  of  important  parameters  (Ph,  hardness,  nitrates,  etc.)  and 
where  systematic  patterns  were  observed,  drew  contours. 

The  Water  District  had  the  water  from  the  Town  Hall  tested  by  the  State.  There 
were  no  organic  or  biological  contaminants,  and  the  water  had  the  typical  hard- 
ness and  minerals  found  in  this  area.  Iron,  manganese  and  sulfate  were  high, 
which  could  lead  to  the  smell  observed  in  the  water  at  the  Town  Hall.  Although 
Radon  was  below  maximum  recommended  levels,  the  total  alpha  radiation  was 
above  recommended  levels.  The  complete  analysis  is  posted  at  the  Town  Hall 
and  available  from  the  Town  Clerk. 

We  worked  with  the  Madbury  Planning  Board  on  proposed  changes  in  the  Zon- 
ing ordinances  relating  to  septic  systems.  The  proposed  regulations  will  assure 
that  new  septic  systems  are  properly  installed.  The  Water  District  is  also 
distributing  information  on  the  "care  and  feeding"  of  septic  systems  to  each 
household  in  Madbury  to  help  preserve  our  groundwater.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal. 
The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable, 
but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however, 
your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may 
be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
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If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment  star- 
ting April  1 ,  1 986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest 
landowners.  Contact  you  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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MADBURY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1986 

The  Conservation  Commission  spent  a  busy  year  pursuing  its  regular  business 
and  considering  some  land  protection  matters  brought  on  by  the  Town's  rapid 
pace  of  development. 

The  Commission  considered  two  Dredge  and  Fill  Permits.  Suggestions  from 
the  Commission  resulted  in  changes  in  the  plans  for  one  of  those  projects 
-changes  which  reduce  its  impact  on  surface  water  and  wetland.  Plans  for  a 
wetland  inventory  proceed  slowly.  We  developed  a  checklist  and  procedure  for 
evaluating  individual  wetlands,  but  learned  in  the  process  that  professional  help 
will  be  needed  if  a  timely,  usable  inventory  is  to  be  made.  The  search  for  such 
help  continues.  On  November  22  a  small  band  of  volunteers  felled,  burned,  and 
lugged  pine  trees  on  the  DeMerritt  Park  woodlot  as  part  of  a  continuing  manage- 
ment effort. 

A  new  and  gratifying  phase  of  Commission  activity  opened  in  the  form  of  more 
organized  and  consistent  interaction  with  the  Madbury  Planning  Board.  This 
came  about  in  response  both  to  development  pressure  of  concern  to  both  bodies, 
and  also  to  the  recognition  by  members  of  Commission  and  Board  that  a  working 
relationship  would  clearly  further  the  Town's  best  interests.  Commissioners  at- 
tended a  number  of  Planning  Board  meetings  and  offered  suggestions  on 
development  proposals  before  the  Board  and  on  proposed  zoning  changes. 

A  substantial  portion  of  the  Commission's  time  was  spent  considering  poten- 
tially significant  developments.  More  and  more,  such  development  threatens  land 
that  is  integral  to  the  small-town  character  of  Madbury.  The  Commission  seeks  to 
influence  such  development  pressure,  and  to  effect  the  appropriate  form  of  land 
protection  in  each  case,  whether  it  be  a  set-aside  for  conservation,  donation  of 
land  or  development  rights,  outright  purchase,  or  simply  the  regular  execution  of 
statutory  responsibilities. 

One  fact  emerges  clearly.  Land  protection  takes  money.  Madbury  must  decide 
what  its  rural  character  and  small-town  charm  are  worth,  because  these 
burgeoning  times  will  exact  that  price  or  enfold  this  town  along  with  the  rest.  The 
Madbury  Conservation  Commission  will  put  before  the  Town  Meeting  warrant  ar- 
ticles which  address  the  question  of  funds  for  land  protection  -  now  and  in  the 
future  -  and  we  urge  all  citizens  to  consider  our  unique  environment  and  support 
efforts  to  preserve  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MADBURY  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Madbury  Planning  Board  met  on  a  semi-monthly  basis  during  1986.  Ten 
subdivision  applications  were  considered.  Eight  have  been  approved,  one  is 
pending  and  the  other  was  given  conditional  approval.  The  latter  was  submitted 
as  a  residential  cluster  development.  As  this  was  Madbury's  first  cluster  develop- 
ment (the  Residential  Cluster  Development  Overlay  District  Ordinance  was 
adopted  at  the  March  1985  Town  Meeting)  considerable  time  was  spent  in  deal- 
ing with  this  application. 

As  a  result  of  the  Board's  deliberations  with  regard  to  the  above  mentioned 
cluster  development  a  number  of  changes  in  the  Cluster  Ordinance  have  been 
suggested  by  the  Board.  Citizens  of  Madbury  will  have  an  opportunity  to  act  on 
these  suggestions  at  the  1987  Town  Meeting.  The  Board  feels  that  the  proposed 
changes  will  improve  the  character  of  any  future  cluster  development  and  meet 
the  goals  set  forth  when  the  ordinance  was  first  enacted. 

In  addition  to  the  above  changes  mentioned,  the  Board  is  proposing  a  number 
of  alterations  in  the  Building  Regulations.  These  are  concerned  with  the  design 
and  installation  of  sewage  systems.  The  Board  obtained  the  opinion  of  several 
professionals  in  this  area.  After  considerable  discussion  the  Board  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  suggested  changes  will  allow  the  Town  to  be  more  assured  that  in- 
stalled septic  systems  will  work  properly  and  thus  not  endanger  the  public  health. 
These  changes  should  also  put  the  Town  in  an  improved  position  should  legal  ac- 
tion be  initiated  against  the  Town  with  regard  to  these  matters. 

Josh  Fisher  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  during  1986.  His  help  was  ap- 
preciated. A  number  of  other  citizens  contributed  to  the  work  of  the  Board  by 
making  suggestions  at  public  hearings.  The  contributions  of  Lorie  Chase  are  par- 
ticularly appreciated. 

The  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Planning  Board  must  work  together  if 
the  Town  is  to  grow  in  a  proper  manner.  This  cooperation  has  been  enhanced  as 
a  result  of  a  number  of  interactions  that  have  taken  place  this  year.  Craig  Seaver, 
Peg  Irish  and  Dave  Belford  have  contributed  significantly  to  these  efforts. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  review  the  regulations  for  which  it  has  responsibility. 
Hopefully  1987  will  see  the  start  of  the  development  of  a  capital  improvements 
program.  With  Madbury's  potential  for  substantial  growth  such  a  program  is  most 
essential.

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STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

TOWN  OF  MADBURY 

The  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  provides  planning  assistance  and 
services  to  member  towns  and  cities  in  both  Strafford  and  Rockingham  Counties. 
Staff  efforts  and  expertise  are  expended  in  several  areas  including;  transporta- 
tion planning,  environmental  analysis,  community  development  and  related 
economic  growth  and  community  land  use  planning.  Technical  assistance  via 
contracts  is  also  provided  for  solid  waste  and  household  hazardous  waste 
management,  federal  grant  applications,  zoning,  master  plans,  site  review,  and 
capital  programming.  We  also  provide  other  special  studies  via  contract. 

SRPC  is  currently  developing  a  land  use  map  for  the  region  to  assist  com- 
prehensive planning  efforts.  The  Commission  is  also  developing  planning 
guidelines  for  water  resource  protection.  These  guidelines  will  provide  a  way  for 
individual  communities  to  adopt  water  resource  master  plan  components  that 
comply  with  Chapter  167  RSA's.  We  are  also  developing  a  regional  and  in- 
dividualized town  and  city  data  base. 

In  the  realm  of  transportation,  SRPC  through  contracts  with  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Department  of  Transportation  and  the  Cooperation  Alliance  for  Seacoast 
Transporation  (COAST)  mass  transit  system  has  planned  for  an  improved 
transportation  system.  SRPC  has  assisted  COAST  in  analysis  of  the  following;  a 
COAST  Market  Survey  profiling  riders,  a  Survey  of  the  Seacoast  Trucking  Industry 
and  a  Performance  evaluation  of  the  UNH  Shuttle  Bus  System. 

Research/Data  Analysis  -  1990  Census  Preparation  -  Prepared  a  proposal  to 

the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  outlining  needed  changes  in  census  tracts  and  block 
groups  in  the  Strafford  planning  region.  SRPC  conducted  preliminary  research 
and  an  organizational  program  for  the  regional  data  base. 

This  year  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  reviewed  Madbury's 
Master  Plan,  Zoning  Ordinance,  subdivision  regulations  and  site  plan  review 
regulations  at  their  request.  There  are  certain  sections  of  each  of  these  com- 
ponents that  need  to  be  revised  or  updated.  We  further  suggest  that  Madbury 
consider  developing  a  capital  improvements  program. 

Other  services  provided  by  SRPC  to  Madbury  in  1986  included  cor- 
respondence with  the  Conservation  Commission  on  the  water  resource  manage- 
ment and  protection  program  under  Chapter  167,  and  various  technical 
assistance  concerning  land  use  issues.  We  hope  to  work  more  closely  with  Mad- 
bury in  1987  to  solve  existing  and  future  needs. 
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LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are  pleased  to 
continue  to  report  that  the  incinerator/energy  recovery  plant  located  on  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  campus  is  operating  on  a  continuous  twenty-four 
hour,  seven  day  a  week  schedule. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Cooperatives  Administrator,  under  the  general  supervisory  control  of  the  three 
member  Operations  Committee  from  the  Joint  Board  of  Directors.  The  plant  per- 
sonnel, in  addition  to  the  Administrator,  includes  two  mechanics,  a  truck  driver, 
two  daily  shifts  of  1 2  hours  each  involving  8  persons  plus  daily  clean-up  crew,  and 
the  secretary.  This  organization  operates  the  incinerator  system,  maintains 
records,  and  coordinates  with  the  University's  heating  plant  staff  to  monitor  the 
boiler  and  steam  production  elements  of  the  plant.  The  Cooperatives  organization 
also  handles  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  transfer  stations  of  five  com- 
munities, and  handles  the  ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  landfill  sites. 

The  continual  decline  in  the  price  of  fuel  oil  during  the  past  two  years  was  of 
course  welcomed  by  home  owners  and  business  operators,  however,  the  price 
drop  significantly  reduced  the  income  of  the  Cooperative  for  the  sale  of  steam  to 
the  University,  as  the  revenue  from  steam  is  controlled  by  the  price  of  fuel  oil. 

The  High  volume  of  rain  during  the  last  year  forced  the  Cooperative  to  divert 
considerable  refuse,  as  the  moist  refuse  burns  much  slower  than  when  dry.  We 
are  experiencing  an  annual  increase  in  refuse  from  the  member  communities, 
particularly  those  experiencing  rapid  growth.  The  Member  communities  are  ask- 
ed to  examine  methods  of  reducing  their  waste  stream. 

Two  factors  have  created  a  large  increase  in  the  tipping  fee  to  be  charged  dur- 
ing the  upcoming  year.  One  being  the  volume  of  refuse  anticipated  to  be  diverted 
at  high  costs  because  of  the  above  referenced  increase  in  tonnage  received.  The 
major  factor  being  ash  disposal.  As  most  are  aware  the  Cooperative  has  for  the 
past  year  been  disposing  of  ash  in  a  rather  bandaid  approach,  where  a  site  in  a 
member  community  is  approved  for  a  short  time  and  then  in  another  member 
community  for  a  while.  The  Cooperative  experienced  two  periods  of  shutdown 
when  there  was  no  approved  site  for  ash  disposal.  Fortunately  the  two  periods  of 
time  were  brief.  During  the  past  two  years  the  Cooperative  with  the  assistance  of 
its  consulting  engineer,  the  soil  conservation  service,  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste 
Management  and  the  New  Hampshire  Water  supply  and  pollution  control  com- 
mission, have  examined  a  multitude  of  prospective  sites  in  the  member  com- 
munities for  ash  disposal.  To  date  only  two  sites  observed  appear  to  meet  the 
preliminary  criteria  required  by  the  regulatory  agencies. 

The  cooperative  has  purchased  a  site  in  Barrington  and  has  taken  an  option  on 
a  site  in  Epping.  The  property  in  Barrington  was  purchased  by  the  Cooperative  for 
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nearly  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  and  will  require  a  hydro-geologic  study, 
design  plan  and  site  preparation  anticipated  to  cost  in  excess  of  Fifty  Thousand 
Dollars.  It  will  require  several  months  to  complete  these  tasks. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  the  Cooperative  has  been  informed  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  Management  that  they  feel  they  can  approve 
a  site  at  an  existing  landfill  where  the  ash  may  be  disposed  of  throughout  the  per- 
mit process. 

The  costs  of  refuse  disposal  appear  to  be  escalating  dramatically,  however  the 
options  are  few  and  far  between.  Turnkey  Landfill  in  Rochester  has  been  ex- 
tremely cooperative  in  accepting  the  overflow  from  the  Lamprey  and  accepting 
our  refuse  during  scheduled  annual  maintenance  shutdowns,  however  they  can- 
not accept  additional  waste  or  any  ash  at  this  time.  Other  alternative  dumping 
sites  available  are  in  Bangor  and  Norridgewock,  Maine.  Obviously  transportation 
costs  to  these  sites  would  be  astronomical.  From  examining  the  alternatives, 
although  costly,  it  appears  that  it  is  the  best  interest  of  the  Cooperative  to  own 
and  operate  its  own  ash  disposal  facility  in  order  to  continue  the  goals  of  refuse 
disposal  for  the  thirteen  communities  while  creating  a  salable  by  product.
